
Monmouth Beach chalet site 
left'deserted and desolate 7 


MONMOUTH Beach in Lyme Regis was de¬ 
scribed as a “desolate” area and an “open 
sewer” as questions were raised over a plan¬ 
ning application to reinstate 11 chalets on the 
site. 

Lyme Regis Town Council won approval for its 
planning application to redevelop the Monmouth 
Beach site with 11 new chalets, after several were 
damaged or demolished in landslides. But councillors 
and members of the public have questioned when 
work is going to start and have complained that own¬ 
ers of the new chalets are being favoured over day hut 
owners. 

Day hut owner and local fisherman Nick Williams 
spoke in the public forum of last week’s Town Man¬ 
agement Committee, complaining that day hut owners 
has been “deprived of all amenities” since the plan¬ 
ning application was passed. 

He said: “I don’t know how many people are aware 
of the kind of changes that have come about as a result 
of that planning application, but it has resulted in us 
previously having parking, in fact we bought our hut 
with parking, but subsequently the redevelopment of 
the site seems to exclude any interests of the day hut 
owners very much in favour of privileging the 11 
chalets being built there, creating a gated community 
and cutting the day huts off from the road and the car 
park. 

Deprived of all amenities 

“We were never invited to join in any payments to¬ 
wards access and although, when discussions about 
the planning application were ensuing we were prom¬ 
ised we would be consulted about the parking 
arrangements, that’s never, ever come to be. What 
we’ve ended up with is a very tiny space in which to 
jam our huts and no vehicular access at all. There’s 
no disabled parking; there’s one owner certainly with 
a considerable disability who will no longer be able 
to visit his day hut on his own. 

“I’d really like you to look at this again, revisit this 
plan and see what it was that was going on in people’s 
minds on the last council to give so much privilege to 
so few and for some of us to be just deprived of all 
amenities. 

“The place has been desolate now for over a year, 
it’s been very neglected and right next to my hut two 
big tank traps have been dumped which people have 
used as a toilet all summer, despite several requests 
to the council about moving these which have been 
ignored. 

“I’d really like to you to look at that plan and how 
we can rectify some of the injustice which has gone 
on down there and provide us with vehicular access 
and parking. It really seems incredibly unfair; some 
people who have lost their chalets have lost them al¬ 
together and these 11 have been given great privilege. 
There is some fairness to inject into this arrangement 
and I’m asking the council to really look at that.” 

Mr Williams was supported by fellow day hut owner 
Andy Corbin, who said that many of the hut owners 
felt the same way. 
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Councillor John Broom 
commented: “As we’ve 
heard Monmouth Beach 
is in a terrible mess. 
Have we any idea, if 
we’re going ahead with 
what the planning appli¬ 
cation says, when any 
work is going to take 
place if ever, or are we 
going to leave it like an 
open ended sewer for¬ 
ever?” 

Committee chairman 
Stan Willi ams said: “I am 
concerned, I go there 
every day and it’s a very 
deserted area. It looks as 
though people have just given up and it’s very sad that 
it’s looking like that. 

“Apparently chalet owners have paid their rents so 
they should be getting on with the job.” 

Town clerk John Wright confirmed that discussion 
had taken place with the chalet owners several weeks 
ago and they had indicated that they were going to be 
carrying out construction work on the new chalets 
sites in September. 

“It seemed better that we didn’t have a construction 
site on the beach during July and August,” he added. 

Mr Wright also said that day hut owners would be 
moving their huts forward in the coming weeks. 

Referring to the tank traps Mr Williams spoke of 
earlier in the meeting, the Mayor, Councillor Owen 
Lovell, said he had been assured by the council’s op¬ 
erations manager, Elliott Herbert, that these would be 
removed when the contractor was back on site. 

“We are fully aware of the unhappiness of some 
people in that area. We want to move on and progress 
it, but it will be easier to do that when we have those 
chalets on site,” he added. 

“We have the expertise in our membership to ad-

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dress some of the other issues but we have other ideas 
down there and it all has to be done together to make 
sure we move forward. A lot of this is not the coun¬ 
cil’s fault, it’s now down to the owners to get their 
sites done.” 

Not enough control 

Referring to parking issues, Councillor Williams 
said that the planning approval states that cars could 
not park on the foreshore, but the former parking area 
was further back from the foreshore. 

Councillor Lovell continued: “If I have a criticism 


of what’s happened, it’s that there wasn’t enough 
local control and using planning people out of town 
might not have helped. They have now accepted that 
we can have a barrier gate to get access onto the 
beach. We have tried to do what we can do within the 
limits of the planning application. 

Councillor Williams: “At least we have a removable 
barrier and not concrete block like they originally 
suggested. I think we have to go with that at the mo¬ 
ment. At the moment the gate is not locked so there 
is still access to the beach.”

CECIL Amor, 86, is Chairman of the Bridport 
History Society, which this year celebrates it's 
20th birthday. 

Cecil has lived in the Bridport area since 
1989 and has two children and one grandson. 

Having had a passion for local history from 
a young age, Cecil's regular involvement in 
history didn't start until he retired. 


• HOW did you first get involved with the Brid¬ 
port History Society? 

I discovered that Bridport Museum held meetings 
monthly with talks about local history. After a while 
the curator was told that this was outside the mu¬ 
seum's remit and that its members should run it. A 
number of us were called to the museum to discuss 
the way forward and eventually I said, 'we can't let 
it die'and was immediately elected chairman. All the 
others present became committee members and 
were most supportive. Bob Eveleigh produced our 
magazine, three times a year, which held us to¬ 
gether. We had three changes of treasurer in our first 
year, but Hilda Gudge has continued since then. We 
have had three membership secretaries and three 
meeting organisers to date. Our membership at the 
museum was about 40, but we soon increased this 
to a peak of about 130, necessitating moving meet¬ 
ing places three or four times to accommodate the 
audience. Several times we have had to turn people 
away as we should have exceeded 100, so we must 
be doing something right. After 20 years as chair I 
think I should make way for another, with maybe dif¬ 
ferent ideas. 

• YOU are a fellow of the institution of Electrical 
Engineers? 

I left school at 16 to take an overall engineering ap¬ 
prenticeship with Westinghouse Brake and Signal 
Company at Chippenham. On completion I man¬ 
aged to join the electrical design office, working on 
rectifier equipment, converting the AC mains to di¬ 
rect current. I moved then to a small company in De¬ 
vizes, Savage Transformers, in charge of 
development and after a while I joined Hirst Electric 
Industries in Crawley, as chief engineer. I joined the 
institution as a student, then graduate member, 
member and finally progressed to fellow. I served on 
a couple of British Standards committees, the Insti¬ 
tution Design and Management Committee and the 
European Design Committee so had some overseas 
travel. 

• WHERE did your passion for history come 
from? 

Looking back I suppose I was always interested in 



local and family history. We knew Avebury and 
Stonehenge stone circles and then hill forts, from 
an early age. My interest in history expanded with 
Bridport History Society, when the museum curator 
asked me to write a piece about Daniel Taylor, the 
early Bridport Quaker. I found several discrepancies 
with the established histories, resulting in visits to 
the record office, now the Dorset History Centre. I 
wrote this as an entry to the annual prize of the 
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Dorset Natural History and Archaeology Society at 
Dorchester Museum and then it was published in 
Somerset and Dorset Notes and Queries magazine. 
This started me writing several pieces, which have 
been published in the local press. 

• THE society will celebrate its 20th anniversary 
this month, how proud are you of that? 

I am very proud that we have lasted 20 years and the 
society shows no sign of diminishing. This is due to 
the excellent team of committee members who are 
all self-starters, so that we have hardly needed a 
committee meeting, except to discuss major 
changes. 

• WHAT celebrations do you have planned for 
the anniversary? 

The actual anniversary was at the end of May, but 
our AGM is in October and our winter programme 
commences on September 8th, so we are holding a 
special meeting on September 19th in Bridport 
Town Hall, open to anyone interested.This will host 
talks on local history, as well as a celebration with a 
birthday cake. 

• TELL us about your relationship with the Brid¬ 
port Museum? 

We have a very good relationship with Bridport Mu¬ 
seum and I have always said that it is our spiritual 
home and where we started. We are not a fund rais¬ 
ing activity and have kept our membership fees 
down to a very modest level, but have made occa¬ 
sional donations to the museum funds, for example 
when they needed help to purchase a Fra Newbery 
painting.The museum advertises our meetings and 
we reciprocate with their activities. 

• IS it Important that Young people get involved 
in History? 

Our membership is towards the retired age group, 
as we meet in the afternoon, but we would like to 
see more young people involved. We offer free entry 
to those at school and had one regular sixth form 
pupil who not only attended but wrote an article for 
our magazine, about the history of Lyme Regis. 

• WHICH figure from history would you have 
like to meet and why? 

This is very difficult, there are so many contenders, 
but with my background it must settle on Michael 
Faraday, who essentially founded the electro-mag¬ 
netic theory leading to the career I had.

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Council could save money 
by cleaning toilets in-house 


TOWN councillors have agreed to terminate their 
contract with the company that currently cleans its 
public toilets, after it was reported that they could 
save money by bringing the service in-house. 

Glen Cleaning has cleaned the town council-owned 
Marine Parade and Anning Road playing field toilets 
since April 2011 but councillors have agreed to ter¬ 
minate their contract at the end of the year and look 
at alternatives, including the possibility of employing 
their own cleaning staff, in an effort to improve stan¬ 
dards. 

Councillors described the toilets as a “disgrace” and 
said they were “discolouring the reputation of Lyme 
Regis” at last week’s Town Management Committee 
meeting. 

Councillor Cheryl Reynolds said she was unsure 
whether the council would be able to find its own 
staff to clean the facilities but agreed, “we have to do 
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something”. 

The council pays Glen Cleaning £12,000 a year for 
its services but a report by operations manager Elliott 
Herbert said that if the council employed its own 
cleaner it could cut the cost in half. However, he 
added that because of unusual hours the job would be 
“too disruptive” for one person and it was more likely 
that the council would have to have a bank of two to 
four workers. 

The report added that external contractors were also 
employed to clean the council offices, Guildhall, 
beach hut kitchen and a community room at St 
Michael’s Business Centre for a cost of £8,000 a year, 
but £6,000 of this could be saved if the service was 


brought in house. 

Councillor Brian Larcombe suggested that the de¬ 
sign of the toilets should also be looked into to see if 
they were functioning in the best way. Councillor 
Stephen Miller added that a specialist company could 
be asked for advice on the best way to manage the fa¬ 
cilities. 

“We need to take a far more professional approach,” 
he added. 

Town clerk John Wright pointed out that the future 
of West Dorset District Council’s own toilets was cur¬ 
rently being considered as part of the authority’s serv¬ 
ice review, and the town council could end up taking 
more responsibility for these. He suggested council¬ 
lors “hold off’ making any decisions until they had 
more information on this, but members agreed to ter¬ 
minate the Glen Cleaning contract and have officers 
explore alternative arrangements. 


New park looks'dangerous', says councillor 


A TOWN councillor has expressed concerns that Lyme 
Regis' new play park, currently under construction, 
"looks dangerous". 

Speaking at last week's Town Management Commit¬ 
tee meeting, Councillor John Broom asked whether 
the new £110,000 park in Anning Road playing fields 
would be risk-assessed as it looked dangerous. 

Councillor Cheryl Reynolds, who has fronted the 
campaign for a refurbished play parkin recent months 
as chairman of the Play Park Fundraising Committee, 
assured members that all equipment has been risk as¬ 
sessed and the company providing and installing the 
equipment"knowns everything about everything and 
everything is in its proper place". 

She added that safety turf would also be fitted 
around all the equipment and that"no children will be 
in the park until it's perfectly safe". 

The design of the new park, largely funded by the 
town council, was chosen during a public consultation 
and includes a pirate ship and zip wire. It is expected 
to be opened in late September.

Police Commissioner 
to appoint a deputy 


HAVING said he would not bur¬ 
den the council taxpayers of 
Dorset by appointing a deputy, 
Dorset’s Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner (PCC), Martyn Un¬ 
derhill, has announced his 
intention to do so - but his office 
has refused to say what his 
salery would be. 

Colin Pipe, who was appointed 
as a voluntary special advisor to 
the commissioner in February, 
will stand as Mr Underhill’s 
deputy at re-election in May. 

Mr Pipe (pictured) supports 
the PCC in his work on reducing 
reoffending, improving victim 
care and public satisfaction, 
restorative justice and rehabili¬ 
tation of offenders and in the use 
of volunteers in policing. 

Mr Underhill said: “I have al¬ 
ways stated clearly that I would 
not place an additional salary 
cost on the office by appointing 
a deputy during my first term. 
However, in recent months both 
the chief constable and the po¬ 
lice and crime panel have urged 
me to consider such an appoint¬ 
ment. 

“I stated then that I would con¬ 
sider standing for election in 
may 2016 with a deputy, and ask 
the electorate for a mandate to 
spend public money on a deputy 
in the next term if I am elected. 
That is what I am now intending 
to do. 

“I have made this difficult de¬ 
cision because the role of the 
Police and Crime Commissioner 
has grown considerably during 
the current term of office and the 
plans unveiled by the govern¬ 



ment recently will increase the 
workload further. 

“The appointment will provide 
invaluable support to my role in 
a voluntary capacity until May 
2016. 

“It is my intention that I will 
stand for election with Mr Pipe 
as my deputy for the next term 
should I succeed in being re¬ 
elected.” 

Mr Pipe, who is 52-yars-old 
and lives in Bournemouth, has a 
30 year background in the civil 
service. 

He became private secretary to 
the Attorney General in Septem¬ 
ber 1989 and was also parlia¬ 
mentary clerk to the Lord 
Chancellor from September 
1992 to July 1994. 

He later represented the UK as 
delegate to both the European 
Union and the Hague Confer¬ 
ence on Private International 
Law where he negotiated inter¬ 
national treaties concerning chil¬ 


dren and families. Mr Pipe re¬ 
tired from the civil service in 
2011 . 

His career has also seen him 
serve as a Magistrate in Ealing, 
Acton, Camberwell and Fondon 
Bridge from 1995 to 2010, in¬ 
cluding 12 years as a bench 
chairman and until recently he 
was the governor of the Royal 
Bournemouth and Christchurch 
hospitals NHS Foundation 
Trust. 

The final decision will be 
made following feedback from 
the police and crime panel, 
which meet on September 10th. 

Public interest 

The commissioner has an¬ 
nounced this publicly before the 
meeting as he considers this a 
matter of significant public in¬ 
terest. 

A spokesperson for Dorset Po¬ 
lice said: “The PCC is proposing 
the appointment of a deputy 
PCC which will be scrutinised 
by the police and crime panel on 
September 10 th , including the 
terms and conditions of that ap¬ 
pointment. 

“The deputy PCC contract will 
cease immediately after the elec¬ 
tion in May 2016. 

‘Any future appointment of a 
deputy PCC by the successful 
candidate at that election, will 
require a similar level of public 
scrutiny at the police and crime 
panel, including the full terms 
and conditions of that appoint¬ 
ment.” 


Refugees welcome in West Dorset 


LOCAL councils in Bridport and 
West Dorset are being encour¬ 
aged to welcome refugee fam¬ 
ilies. 

Anthony Alford, leader of 
West Dorset District Council, 
said: "All of us will have been 
moved by the distressing im¬ 
ages of human suffering in the 
wake of the refugee crisis. 

"We will have heard the an¬ 
nouncement on Monday (Sep¬ 
tember 7th) that the United 
Kingdom will welcome a large 
number of refugees from Syria 
and local government, through 
the Local Government Associa¬ 
tion, has welcomed the an¬ 
nouncement and made the 
commitment that local govern¬ 
ment will do all it can to assist 
in the housing and care for 
them. 

"For our part, West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council will support this 


and will co-operate and accept 
our share of the refugee num¬ 
bers and do what we can to 
support them. 

"Many of the services that 
refugees will need will of 
course be provided by other 
authorities and we will commit 
ourselves to working in close 
co-operation with the county 
council and other agencies to 
ensure that this happens. 

"The support for refugee chil¬ 
dren and their families will 
need to ensure that when the 
crisis passes and families and 
individuals settle into a new life 
in the UK that they will con¬ 
tinue to have the support and 
resources that they need. 

"In the short term, our officers 
will make the necessary plans 
and be in a position to give 
these refugees from war, a 
warm West Dorset welcome." 


Bridport resident Clive 
Stafford Smith has also started 
a petition for Bridport Town 
Council and West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council to offer to homes 
50 refugee families. 

He said: "Several nights ago, 
the BBC broadcasted footage 
of German citizens clapping 
and handing out sweets and 
teddy bears to children as 
refugees came into their coun¬ 
try. Because we are decent 
people, we should do the 
same. 

"There is currently a petition 
where we, the citizens of Brid¬ 
port, can welcome refugees to 
our town. 

"Let us demonstrate why 
Bridport is rightfully recog¬ 
nised as the centre of the 
civilised universe."

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'We are moving too slow' 
councillor tells town clerk 


A VETERAN Lyme Regis council¬ 
lor has said he’s concerned the 
new administration has 
made “slow progress’ 
since coming into office 
in May. 

Councillor Stan Williams 
handed out a list of items he 
had hoped would have been 
on the agenda at last week’s 
Town Management Committee, 
of which he is chairman. He said 
he and his vice-chairman, Councillor 
John Broome, had several meetings with of¬ 
ficers over the summer break to discuss sev¬ 
eral “important” items but he was 


disappointed these had not been included on 
the agenda. Matters he had hoped to discuss 
included future use of Strawberry 
Field, the Monmouth Beach trailer 
park, rights of way and foot¬ 
paths, car parks, seafront leases, 
the park and ride and the Mon¬ 
mouth Beach landslip, among 
others. 

Councillor Williams said: 
‘I’m concerned with the slow 
progress with many matters and 
feel we need to move forward to 
prove to the town we are a different 
council to the last one. 

“I believe all councillors should say what 
they want on the agenda and it should be 
done for all of us to discuss.” 


Town clerk John Wright (pictured) 
replied: “I’m the officer that said ‘no’ to 
some of these agenda items. These things 
are due for consideration but by other com¬ 
mittees or are part of the objectives that are 
about to go out to public consultation. 

“There is no intention of excluding these 
items from future committee agendas, it’s 
just now is not the right time.” 

Councillor Cheryl Reynolds, chairman of 
the Tourism & Economic Development 
Committee, said she had similar conversa¬ 
tions with the town clerk and was confident 
the matters would be dealt with at a later 
date. 

Councillor Williams replied: “It just con¬ 
cerns me that everything will always be 
dealt with at a later date.” 



Council no to medicinal garden 


TOWN councillors have refused a 
funding request for a medicinal garden 
to be planted in Lister Gardens, Lyme 
Regis, as they were concerned the pro¬ 
posed plants would spread to other 
areas. 

Lyme Regis Garden Trust requested 
that the council contribute £2,000 plus 
a week’s labour, totalling £3,500, to¬ 
wards the £7,000 cost of the proposed 
medicinal garden, which would be 
planted with about 30 species pio¬ 
neered by Lord Lister, who the gardens 
are named after. The medicinal garden 
would be sited on a small, triangular 
area between the mini golf course and 
table tennis tables. 


However, Councillor Cheryl 
Reynolds, a qualified herbalist, ex¬ 
pressed concerns at last week’s Town 
Management Committee meeting that 
the suggested plants would “spread 
prolifically” throughout the area. 

She said she could understand the en¬ 
thusiasm for such a garden but be¬ 
lieved the council would be left with 
Lister Gardens “full of herbs”. She also 
expressed concerns that one of the sug¬ 
gested plants for the medicinal garden 
was arum, which was poisonous, and 
said the total cost of £7,000 was “com¬ 
pletely off the trolley”. 

“It would never cost that much,” 
Councillor Reynolds added. 


Councillor Stan Williams said he was 
worried that the garden would end up 
looking overgrown in an otherwise attrac¬ 
tive area. 

The Mayor, Councillor Owen Lovell, 
said he was hoping the council could 
think of its own use for the area which 
was more in keeping with the mini golf 
and other amenities. 


Town guide revenue decline 

■ TOWN councillors have been told 
that advertising revenue in the town's

£10,248 in 2012 to £6,013 in 2015. 


Buses will not run 
through Lyme with 
Church St closed 


PUBLIC transport users in Lyme 
Regis are up in arms because buses 
through the town have been sus¬ 
pended whilst Church Street is 
closed for six weeks due to repairs 
being carried out to properties. 

With the exception of two school 
buses a day, other services operated 
by the bus company First, will by¬ 
pass the town with passengers hav¬ 
ing to go to Hunters Lodge or 
Charmouth to catch a bus. 

First is hoping Dorset County 
Council will provide funding for a 
shuttle bus between Lyme Regis and 
Axminster. 

But that’s of little use to 
Cloverdale Court resident Julie 
Hicks who travels by bus to Brid- 
port five days a week to work. 

Mrs Hicks called on First and the 
county council to get together and 
provide alternative arrangements for 
essential travellers. 

“I run the admin department at a 
day centre for the elderly in Bridport 
and have to get to work. Why can’t 
the buses come into Lyme and turn 
around in the Charmouth Road car 
park,” she said. 

A spokesperson for First said: 
“Church Street in Lyme Regis will 
be closed from Monday, September 
14th until Friday, October 23rd 
while building repairs and resurfac¬ 
ing work are carried out. 

“As a result, there will be some 
significant changes to bus services 
in the area, which will affect Serv-

ices X31/X51 and X53. 

“Service X31, which becomes 
X51 from September, 26 will not 
serve Lyme Regis for the duration of 
the closure, except for two journeys 
in either direction each day that 
serve Woodroffe School. Instead, 
journeys will depart from Char¬ 
mouth and will run via the A35 to 
Axminster. 

“Service X53 will serve Lyme 
Regis between September 15th and 
September 26th only. Buses will 
enter the town from Hunters Lodge 
and will terminate at the Co-op, 
whilst through journeys to and from 
Exeter will continue to operate along 
Sidmouth Road. 

“After the September 27th, most 
journeys on Service X53 will termi¬ 
nate at Axminster, or operate via 
Axminster and will therefore not 
serve Lyme Regis. However, after 
this date, the two journeys per day 
will continue to serve Lyme Regis 
for Woodroffe School. Those wish¬ 
ing to make journeys on this service 
after September 27th will need to 
use the bus stops at Hunters Lodge 
or in Charmouth. 

“We are currently awaiting for 
confirmation that Dorset County 
Council will provide resources for a 
shuttle bus for us to operate between 
Lyme Regis and Axminster to en¬ 
able connections to still be made.”

LYME Regis was rocking this weekend as thou¬ 
sands of musicians converged for the third an- 

E iual Guitars on the Beach. 

The town's main beach was packed as gui- 
arists of all ages and abilities came together to 
rorm a giant sand band for this year's play- 
along songs, "My Sharona" by The Knack and 
Chuck Berry's "Johnny B. Goode". And although 


they didn't quite manage to beat the record for 
Britain's biggest band, set at the two previous 
events, everyone had a great time trying! 

Music was played on a beach stage all week¬ 
end, with guitarists led in the record attempt 
on Saturday afternoon by a house band of local 
musicians, including drummer Bernie Fallon 
who organised this year's event and lead singer 


Mark McAdam. The huge gathering also 
strummed along to songs played at the previ¬ 
ous two Guitars on the Beach, "Rave On" by 
Buddy Holly and "Smoke on the Water" by Deep 
Purple.

Poignant ceremony to 
commemorate VJ Day

ities in the Second World War was marked 
in Lyme Regis on Sunday with the staging 
of a poignant ceremony on the Marine Pa¬ 
rade.

A T the end of any sum¬ 
mer season there’s al¬ 
ways a debate about 
Lyme’s increasing popular¬ 
ity and the problems that 
stem from being one of the 
most trendy resorts on the 
south coast.

Don't miss this chance and then 
complain the council never listens 


IT’S GOOD that the 
Town Council’s thinking 
is emerging from ‘pri¬ 
vate working group 
meetings’ into public 
view and that it ‘wants 
local input to ensure [it] 
is meeting the needs of 
the town.’ 

It may not have the 
democratic relationship 


between council and 
electorate quite the right 
way round in telling us 
that ‘The community is 
being given the opportu¬ 
nity to ... have a say on 
the future of the town’, 
but leave that aside and 
give this welcome open¬ 
ness the best chance of 
success. 


That means people 
turning up in droves at 
Woodmead Halls on Fri¬ 
day, for a poor turnout 
will have one result - a 
return to ‘private work¬ 
ing group meetings’. 
Nor should anyone feel 
restricted by the coun¬ 
cil’s summary of its 
thoughts so far: four 


‘themes’ and a mixed bag 
of ideas, about each of 
which people will natu¬ 
rally differ. Its list doesn’t 
yet suggest a coherent un¬ 
derlying view of the 
town’s future or of the 
council’s role, so there’s 
plenty of space for that 
‘local input’. 

Success depends, too, 
on the council seeing Fri¬ 
day’s event not as a one- 
off but as the start of a 
continuing process. 

The ‘time to talk’, as 
the council puts it, isn’t 
just on September 11th, 
but always. Dialogue 
with the town can con¬ 
tinue in many different 
ways which previous 
councils haven’t at¬ 
tempted, so let’s trust that 
this one has decided to 
communicate more imag¬ 
inatively. 

Well done for opening 
the council door: now it’s 
up to the town to walk 
through it, politely but as¬ 
sertively. Say whatever 
really matters to us. 

Make sure that council¬ 
lors listen and take notes 
(even provide your own 
written summary to help 
them). And find out how 
they plan to develop and 
sustain this fresh relation¬ 
ship with those they 
serve. 

We can’t miss this 
chance then later com¬ 
plain that the council 
doesn’t listen.

GOODENOUGHTOEAT 

THINNING PLUMS 

IF YOU want a great crop of plums this year, 
you need to thin heavy crops now to stop 
the branches breaking. Some of the smaller 
fruits should also fall naturally around now 
to thin the crop. You may need to thin the 
crop again later in July if it looks like 
branches are not going to withstand the 
weight of the fruit. 

This is an especially useful method for Vic¬ 
toria plums, which often carry bumper crops 
one year and virtually nothing the next. To 
further protect the crop, put up pheromone 
traps to guard against codling moth. 



WHAT TO DO 

THIS WEEK 

• BRING in house plants that have been standing 
outdoors in the summer, before they succumb to 
cooler weather. 

• PLANT daffodil bulbs, which begin their root 
growth earlier than most bulbs. 

• PLANT out spring-flowering biennials including 
wallflowers and forget-me-nots in their flowering 
positions. 

• STORE apples and pears for use over the winter. 

• CONTINUE to pick sweet peas to encourage fur¬ 
ther flowers. 

• PLANT dwarf bulbs such as crocus in lawns and 
grassy banks and scillas and chionodoxas in pots. 

• PROTECT the ripening fruit of plums and cherries 
from birds and squirrels. Pick the fruit as it becomes 
ripe but watch out for wasps when picking. 

• LIFT and divide five-year-old clumps of perennial 
herbs such as bergamot and lemon balm, discard¬ 
ing the old woody centres and replanting in new 
positions. 

• REDUCE watering orchids indoors as growth 
slows down and apply the last feed. From the end 
of September until next April no feeding is neces¬ 
sary.

2. Always ask to see an engineers Gas Safe Reg¬ 
ister ID card and check the back of the card to 
ensure they are qualified to carry out the 
specific type of gas work you need. 


3. Have all your gas appliances, including boilers, 
gas cookers and gas fires, safety checked every 
year. 

4 . Find a Gas Safe registered engineer in your 
area or call the free helpline on 0800 408 5500 

5 . Unsafe gas appliances can put you at risk of 
carbon monoxide poisoning, gas leaks, fires and 
explosions, Recognise the symptoms of carbon 
monoxide poisoning - headaches, dizziness, 
nausea, breathlessness, collapse and loss of 


consciousness. 


6. Check gas appliances for warning signs that 
they are not working properly e.g. lazy yellow 
flames instead of crisp blue ones, black marks or 
stains on or around the appliance and too much 
condensation in the room.

TALENTED YOUNG MUSICIANS TO

THE RENOWNED American jazz saxophonist Char¬ 
lie Parker famously said: "Don’t play the saxo¬ 
phone. Let it play you". For many saxophone 
players, this quote sums up what is often a love 
hate relationship, but at just 23 years of age, saxo¬ 
phonist Huw Wiggin’s'Liquid gold tones'certainly 
sound like he’s having a pretty good time playing 
his chosen instrument.

WITH its distinctive lighting signature and 
balanced proportions, New Megane is first 
and foremost a Renault. It adopts the 
brand's design DNA with broad, sculpted 
shoulders and a front face incorporating the 
brand's new design identity, including a 
large, vertical Renault diamond.

3.6 million drivers wait until MOT 
failure before changing their tyres 


RESEARCH from Kwik Fit, the UK's leading automotive servicing and 
repair company, reveals that 3.6 million motorists wait until MOT fail¬ 
ure before changing their tyresi. 

Kwik Fit warns that not only can illegal tyres leave motorists risking 
three penalty points and £2,500 in fines, but even more importantly, 
can seriously compromise their vehicle's safety and handling. With 
the end of summer approaching and the weather turning colder and 
wetter, drivers should think carefully about their tyre health and not 
leave it until the MOT for them to be checked. 

The legal limit for minimum depth of the tread on car tyres is 1.6 
millimetres, across the central % of the tread around the complete cir¬ 
cumference of the tyre. However, tyre performance deteriorates well 
before reaching this limit - at 1.6 millimetres in wet weather it takes 
almost 40 per cent further to stop at 50 mph than it does at 7mmii. 
This is equivalent to 8 car lengths of reduced stopping distance. 

Roger Griggs, Communications Director at Kwik Fit said:"With vehi¬ 
cles being increasingly sophisticated in monitoring their own main¬ 
tenance intervals, drivers are often leaving it to their cars to warn 
them of potential issues. Motorists should realise that responsibility 
for vehicle health and safety lies directly in their hands. Without 
proper care, motorists could land themselves either in legal trouble 
or in an incident on the road. 


"Tyres should be the number one priority for drivers - after all, they 
are the only part of a car which keeps it on the road. Even though at 
1.6 millimetres of tread a tyre is legal, it will not have much grip on 
the road and travelling in adverse weather conditions can be treach¬ 
erous. That's why leading tyre manufacturers recommend that drivers 
change their tyres at 3mm of tread depth to maintain optimum per¬ 
formance. It's very worrying that so many drivers let their tread depth 
drop so low and leave it to the MOT to check - after all that could be 
up to a year away." 

With this research in mind Kwik Fit has launched a month long cam¬ 
paign to help drivers top up their tread with a 'tread buy back' 
scheme. Throughout September, customers who trade in their worn 
premium tyres* could receive up to £35 off new Michelin CrossCli- 
mate tyres. 

Griggs continues: "In an industry first, we are launching a unique 
tyre buyback scheme, offering customers who purchase new tyres a 
discount for any remaining tread depth over 3mm on their existing 
premium tyres. 

"This will give drivers the opportunity to switch to brand new tread 
while not losing out financially on the final amount of tread on their 
tyres - while this old tyre may be legal, it is not going to perform as 
well in adverse weather as their new tyre."
